GEN. LEE Off THE MAINE. 


General Lee's testimony before the 


senate 
committee is published 
in 


authentic form. The general's theory 
of the Maine explosion is that it was 
from the outside and was not the 
work of any private individual or any 
private citizen, but that the ship was 
blown up by some of the officers who 
had charge of the mines and electrical 
wires and torpedoes in the arsenal, 
and svho thoroughly understood their 
business, for, says the general, 
"it 


was done remarkably well." He ac- 
quits General Blanco of any knowl- 
edge of the crime. 
"I 
think it 


came," says General Lee. "from some 
of the subaltern officers who had been 
there under Weylcr, who were anti- 
Bianco and had full knowledge of the 
business." 
2so novice, General Lee 


said with 
emphasis, 
could 
have 


placed and exploded the mine. 
It 


was done by a skilled hand. A fcsv 
men could have placed the mine on 
a dark night without discovery so 
that it could have been exploded by 
contact with the Maine. 
A mine 


weighs about 500 pounds, and it 
would have required two men to row 
the boat and three or four to handle 
tiie explosive. 


General Lee's testimony is cautious 


but clear, and points to the conclus- 
ions reached by those who have given 
careful and candid study of the mat- 
ter in this country and Europe. 
The 


Maine was exploded by Spanish sub- 
alterns and electircians, for 
whose 


acts Spain is responsible. That we 
believe is the truth in a nutshell, and 
is the opinion of General Lee. 
It is 


also maintained by Mr. Gibbons, the 
English submarine expert who sold 
mines to Spain. 
Despite Spanish .de- 


nials Mr. Gibbons in a London paper 
of yesterday maintains he "can prove 
the Maine was deliberately and wil- 
fully blown up," and possibly the ex- 
plosion can be reduced to the act of 
one man. — Pittsburg I'ost.

Mr. Mauck pointed out 
that by the rules of the convention it 
was not referable to the committee 
and must be put to a vote. On the 
amendment all voted "aye" save Gal- 
lia, and on the original question the 
vote was unaimous. Mr. Brown made 
a clean, olive branch speech in support 
of his amendment. 
It smacked of 


"Peace on earth good will to all man- 
kind" and was cheered. 


Tho call of counties began again, 


and on the 1,060th ballot Sam'l Dav- 
idson cast 7J< votes for Jones and 
7 K votes for Morgan. 
This was a 


playful, 
harmless complimentary. 


Mr. Davidson explains that it was an 
interpretation of his dream about 
Gallia. The ballot was put down: 
Fenton 0, Jones 20k', Morgan 27'^, 
Johnson 21, James 1.1, Ifolcomb 
The remainer of the series was 
same old story of "no change, 
choice."

officer for this position. The ordi- 
nance does not recognize the office o 
turnkey, but says that the marsha 
shall have charge of all prisones anci 
be responsible for their safe-keeping 
INow council proposes to put Mr. 
Watkins in the mayor's oilice and 
wants him to have charge of the 
prisoners. 
He is not required to give 


any bond, and is responsible to no 
.one. If so inclined lie could open the 
doors.of the station house and turn 
out every prisoner and he could not 
be touched. For this reason Mayor 
Glidden and the marshal do not pro- 
pose to have council thrust a man on 
them as turnkey. 


Mr. Watkins reported to the mayor 


this morning, saying he came as jani- 
tor. 
Council has a right to name the 


janitor, who is an. oilic.er without 
police powers. It is unusual, how- 
ever, for business people to pay $40 a 
month for a janitor. 
Fifteen and 


twenty-five dollars a month for a 
janitor is regarded as big pay. Mr. 
Watkins, however, in addition to his 
regular duties of sweeping out, is ex- 
pected to spy on the mayor and 
marshal and cause all the trouble he 
can. He will draw most of his salary 
for this. 
Mr. Palmer has been sworn 


in as a special policeman and is 
authorized to make arrests, whereas 
Mr. Watkins is not. To any un- 


1 prejudiced mind it would seem that 
the mayor is amply justified in the 
course he lias pursued.
